W. S. TAYLOR, OF

Jesus’ Friend 


| LONDON, Aug. 1—(U.P.J—A new! 
version of the story of the crucifixion 
of Christ has been published here in 
translations recently made from the 
original Arabic and Syrian languages. 
It presets Pontius Pilate and his wife, 
Procula, as two who “ loved Jesus like 
their own soul,” and sets forth that. 
Pilate delivered Jesus to be flogged, be- 
lieving it would save him from death. 

It adds an entirely new episode in 
which Pilate, subsequent to Christ's 
crucifixion, himself is crucified, But 
with his wife and children is received 
into heaven. 

It also recounts miracles transpiring 
at the tomb of Jesus after his ascen- 
sion, including the bringing of sight to 
a man blind in one eye and the raising 
from the dead of the only son.of the 
‘Reman emperor, Tiberius Cesar. 


Say Herod Was Kesponsible. 

The documents support the conten- 
tion that it was Herod, and not Pilate, 
who was responsible for the death of 
Christ. 

The translations were made by Dr. 
A. Mingana. Two documents form the 
publication. The first deals with the | 
crucifixion and resurrection of Christ, 
the second the “‘ martyrdom of Pilate.” 
The author of the original papers, ac- 
cording to Dr. Mingana, is Gamaliel, 
although the work had been generally 
credited to Cyriacus, bishop of Oxy- 
rhynchus. 

The translation relates that the 
Jews feared Pilate would rescue Christ 
from them and that they appealed te 
Herod for power to crucify him. The 
‘Jews, according to the translation, de- 
manded that Jesus be “ chastised” by 
Pilate, promising to release him if the 
chastisement were administered. Pi- 
late ordered Jesus flogged, believing by 
‘this lesser punishment he would pre- 
vent his death. But the plan, it is\re- 
corded, failed and Christ was crucified. 


After the crucifixion Pilate rebuked 
the centurions and 
chair and scourged the high priest 
with a rough whip.” 

The second document, -called_ the 
“Martyrdom of Pilate,’ relates that 
the Jews had planned to seize Procula, 
wife of Pilate, when she visited the 
tomb and then to kill Pilate. Pilate 
was warned of the plot and captured 
Barrabas, who was crucified, head 
downward. 

The Jews prevailed upon Herod to} 
complain to the emperor, Tiberius 
Cesar. He answered by sending an 
envoy to Jerusalem, who ordered that 
Pilate be flogged because he had 
brought about the death of Jesus with- 
out consulting the emperor. By 
bribery, the envoy was prevailed upon 
to deliver Pilaté to his enemies for 
crucifixion. 

Pilate Is Crucified. 

Pilate was crucified upon the 
Savior’s cross, the manuscript says, 
with a crown of thorns upon his 
head. But as he was nailed to the 
Peross two angels appeared from 
heaven and a voice spoke, saying that 
Pilate and Procula should be given; 
crowns in heaven. 

The multitude became frightened, 
removed Pilate from the cross, and 
returned him to the custody of the 
envoy of the emperor. ' Pilate soon 
appeared before the emperor, who 
then was angry because Pilate had 
failed te tell him the full story of 
Jesus and had delivered him to the 
Jews. Pilate was.crucified and be- 
headed. The body was shrouded and 
taken back to Jerusalem. : 

“But when we reached the town,” 
the manuscript read, “ we found that 
Procula and her two childrem had died 
on the very day of our arrival. We 
placed them all in one grave near the 
sepuichre of the Redeemer.” 

Then Tiberius ordered that all Jews 
in Jerusalem should be killed. Herod 
was sought, but it was found that he 
had died before Pilate.

“must be satisfied beyond a reason- 
able doubt that Wharton entered into 
a conspiracy to steal the mails. Mere 
acquiescence or knowledge on the part 
of the defendant, Whartoh, is not 
enough .. . you must be satisfied 


that he entered into a deliberate plan 


to do the specific act or acts charged.”

Judge Wilkerson then repeated ether 
instructions on the point which he had 
given the jurors before they retired. 
When he had finished with these, he 
paused. 

“Do you understand it now, gentle 
men?” he asked; and the jurors who 
had leaned forward listening to him 
intently, all nodded.

~ We quote for certain implications which this 
statement presents and which are involved in vir- 
tually all prohibition propaganda. The implications 
are important and false. 

The first of these implications is that opposition 
to national prohibition or even to the present 
mode of its enforcement is a defense and advocacy 
of “the liquor traffic.” The other implication is 
that “the moral forces of the country” are all 
favorable not only to national prohibition but also 
to the Volstead act and the present methods of 
enforcement. 

These implications belong to a group which 
includes the assumption that tqpperance is synon- 
ymous with -teetotalism, that a refusal to accept 
the theory of prohibition as conclusive or even its 
present methods of enforcement as expedient is 
un-Christian and evidence of moral turpitude, that 
denial of the wisdom and propriety of prohibition 
as a constitutional mandate means disrespect for 
the constitution, that protest against the Volstead 
act and other dry statutes means advocacy of 
drunkenness, debauchery, and a return of the worst 


and its present schéme of enforcement are the 
only methods of dealing with the evils of strong 
drink worthy of consideration, that the opposition 
to prohibition or the Volstead act or state dry 
statutes is motivated solely by financial interest 
in the restoration of the liquor traffic and by an

“ These assumptions are the foundations of the 
prohibitionist polemic. Upon them it builds its 
self-righteousness and from them it issues its 
thunders of us and moral condemnation 


As a matter of fact, the ‘mentality they repre |

this, our system of ordered liberty, knew and 
feared this mentality and this spirit-and sought to 
establish this nation on the foundation of human 
tolerance. Whethér they succeeded it is for us, for 
our generation, to determine.

ish and perversive interests are involved no honest 
mind doubts, and it will be a clear duty of citizen- 
ship to deal with, them effectually at the proper 
time.

NATIONAL RESPONSIBILITY 
IN REPUDIATED DEBTS. 


It dees not require continued moral pressure). 


from British holders of repudiated American state 
bonds to prove that this is a real stigma and that 
it will be humiliating until it has been removed. 
Self-respecting countries do not disown their finan- 


cial obligations and the American repudiation has} 


gone so far that it is useless any longer to draw 
the distinction between the national government! 
and the states. -In fact, the distinction in this 
respect is less than it may seem. The American 
constitution prohibits the states from passing laws 
impairing the obligation .of~contracts. If states 
have done so a moral if not a legal responsibility 
can be fastened upon the federal government. 

An avowal of responsibility by the United .States 
government can be carried into practical effect 
easily. Congress may authorize the acceptance 
ot unpaid state bonds in payment of installments 
of foreign debts. It is the British who are chiefly 
affected. The British governmént may procure 
these American bonds from their present holders 
and tender them just as they have tendered Lib- 
erty bonds in payment. 

The repudiated debts are of many varieties, aris 
ing out of varying sets of conditions. The repu- 
diation was more outrageous in some cases than 
in others, but when the United States is holding 
Great. Britain to an accounting it cannot afford 
to quibble as to the circumstances and conditions. 


In Mississippi, for instance, $5,000,000 of the; 


bonds were issued by act of the legislature to cap- 
italize the Union bank in 1838. The state needed 
banking facilities and it pledged its credit to 
establish two banks. These bonds were sold at 
par to the United States bank and agents of 
the United States bank sold them abroad. Mis- 
sissippi got the money. The record is bad. The 
state finally sealed its repudiation by a referen- 
dum. A more understanding sympathy can be’ 
had for the people who did not see the responsi- 
bility of government to the bondholders at the 
time, in ignorance or anger, than can be had for 
a policy which continues the injustice of their 
error. 

The repudiation does not grow pleasanter with} 
the passage of time. It stands less against state 
governments than it stands against national char- 
acter. The national government can remove this 
stain.

Paul Dulizell, assistant executive 
secretary of the actors’ natiofal or- 
ganization, said that all Equity mem- 
bers have been instructed not to act 
for a talking moving picture until 
Equity regulations are agreed upon. 


“Undoubtedly this new move will 
hurt the legitimate actors very much,” 
Mr. Dullzell said. ‘There is a bad 
time ahead and we have got to pro- 
tect our people. It will be a tem- 
porary depression, however, for once 
the novelty of speaking films wears 
off people will realize that flesh and 
blood drama is much better. 

“We have not been officially in- 
formed of the transaction between a 
group of legitimate producers and the 
Vocafilm company. Therefore we can- 
not make our official regulations yet. 
But I speak for the association when 
I say emphatically that there must be 
some arrangement to compensate the 
actors for the loss of the road com- 
panies during the next two years.”

Others attending the meeting will 
be Andrew Mellon, secretary of the 
treasury; Ambassador Myron T. Her- 
rick, Wilbur G. Carr, assistant sec- 
retary of state; Congressman John 
Charlies Linthicum of Maryland, and 
John Wood of the Paris embassy. 

The beautiful new building will be 
in harmony with the glittering Place 
de la Concorde as laid out by the archi- 
tect, M. Gabriel, and the plans will 
be submitted to the French govern- 
ment for approval, thus avoiding any 
possibility of the Parisians’ object- 
ing.
